STANLEY'S MARCH. 

A ATORY OF HAWDSHIP AND BEROIS2I. 

London, Apel 2.—Henry M. Stanley's 
letter describes an encounter between 
Yambunga and Albert Nyanz. It goes 
much into details and is very interesting, 
The expedition, which consisted of 369 
ofticers and men, started from Yambunge 
on June 28,1887.' On the first day the ex- 
pedition marhed twelve miles along the 
river bank to Yaknarde. During the next 
six day the expedition marched inland in 
an easterly direction through a densely~ 
populated district, The natives used every 
artknown fo molest and impete the ad.

Stanley, ‘wo sighted tho Nyanza with 
Kavalli, the objective point of the oxpedi- 
tion.

ured and doubted. When they anw the 
Nyanza botow them, many came & kiss my 
hands, We woro now 6200 fost above tho 
sen level, and 2000 feet above the Albert 
Nyanza. After a short haltte onjoy the 
prospect, we commenced the ragged and 
atormy descent, Before the roar guard 
descended one hundred feet the natives 
from the plate poured after thom, Keep- 
ing the rear guard busy until vithin a few 
hundred feet of the Nynna plain, We 
nftorward wppruched the villagaof Kakon- 
Ro, sitnated at the southwest corner of the 
‘Albert lake, Three hours were apent by us 
in attempting to make frionds, -but we 
signally failed, They would not exchange 
the blaod of hrotherhoud, because they 
never heard of my good penply coming from 
the west side of the lake. Thy would not 
necapt any present from us because they 
did not know whe we werg, bul they would 
give us water lo drink and show us the 
road up to Nyam Snesic. 

“From those singular people we learned 
that they had heard that ther wos a while 
man at Tgnne, but they had never hoard 
of uny whita man being on td weal side, 
nor bad they avery seen any steamers on 
the lake. Wo were shown tho path, We 
camped ahoat half a mile frow the lake and 
then began treonaider one position, My 
couriers from Zanzibar had ovidently not 
arrived, or Emin Pasha with bis two stenin- 
ers would havo paid the southwest side of 
the lake a visit te prepare the natives for 
our coming. My boat was at Kilinga 
Longa, 180 niles diatant, aud there were 
No canous ablainable.? 

Befure reaching Kilinga longa Stanley 
lost fifty-five men through sturvation and 
desertion, Aslave owner at Kilinga Lona 
tried his utmost te ruin the expeditian, 
short of upen hontilities. He insisted on 
purchasing rills, amraunition and clot hing, 
so that the expedition lef the station 
beyyared, The men were plunlutely naked, 
aud were ao oak that they were anabl. to 
wry the boat, Stanley war therefore 
obliged to Inve the boat, tether with 
seventy loadsuf zeoda, at Kil Longa, 
under thy mre of Surgen Parke and 
Captain Nelson, dhe datter of whan wae 
unable to march, 

After twelve days’ pesrraey the party on 
November 2od reached Tbwiri The Arab 
devastation, which had reached within o 
few miles of [bwiri, wax w thorough that 
nota native but waa left stunding between 
Vaarrava and Ibwiri, What the Arabs did 
not destrey the elephants destroyed, turn: 
ing tho whole region into a hurrible wilder- 
ness, Stanly continues : ‘Our sufferings 
terminated at Tbwirt = Waeavere beyund tho 
reach «f the destroyera. Woe wery on virgin 
soil ina region abounding with food. We 
vuraelves wore mere shelebns, and a halt 
waa therefore ordered for the purpose of 
Teen} rating From 28? pergona we uw 
Mmunbered a, Or suffering had been a0 
awfu., the cdamitios so numerous and the 
forests 50 cilleas that our pooplo refused 
to believe wo Wonld sve tho plains and cut- 
Ue. the Nysnaa and Emir Pasha. They 
bal unin deaf var to our prayers ond 
an cradies, and driwen by hunger and suf. 
fering, they eeld rifles and equipurents for 
a few ears ol Indian corn 

‘Perceiving that mild punishment would 
be of no avail, 1 reported to the death 
penalty, and two of the worst cages wero 
hanged in the presence of all, We waited 
for thirteen days at Ibwiri, Supplies wero 


inexhaustible, and uur people gintted them- 
selves with woh effort that we had 143 slevk 
and robust men when we sarled for Albert 
Nyanza on November 24th, We were still 
126 miles frum Like Given Pood, but the 
distance seemed nothing. On December 
5th wa emorged upon the plains, luaving 
the deadly and gloomy forest behind us. 

“After, 160 days of continwous gloom we 
Sgow the light of broad day shining ull 
atound, making all thing beautiful. The 
mon literally leaped und yelled with joy, 
and raced aver the urcund with their 
burdens, Ou the Dch we entered the 
country of the power'ul Ohi. Mozamboni, 
The natives aighted us, but we were pre 
pared. Thoir war-criea ware terrible, from 
hill to bill, pealing wcrom the intervening 
valleys. ‘Thu povple gatlurod in -handreds 
at every point = war-home and deums 
announcing a struggle. Aftor a slight 
skirmish, ending in our capturing a cow, 
the first beef we hnd tasted since wo loft 
the ocvan, the night passed peacefully, both 
sides preparing for the morrow. 

‘There was oo plan feasible excopt 
to retreat (o Ibwiri, build a furt, send 
a party buck to Kilinga Tonga for a 
boat, atoraup cvery load in the fork uot 
couvoyablo, leave a garrison in the fort to

On April 26, we arrived in Mozambii 
country ogtin, The tinw, after some heri- 
tation, Mozambini decided to make a blood 
brotherhood with me. His example was 
followed by all the other chiefa as far as 
the Nyana. Every difficulty: seamed now 
to be removed. Food was supplied gratis. 

When one day'’a march from Nyanga tha 
‘natives cme from Kavali and said a white 
man named Malejja liad ylven their chief o 
packet to give to mo, hiseon,: They te- 
mained with ys that night telling us wond- 
orfal stories about big ships, ete., which
